Hancock came 
peace 
and 
quietude,

from Tennessee, 
we 


believe he is correct as to the true au- 
thors of the disturbances 
in the South, 


and the evidence

peared. 
He admits 
that among 
all 


the San Francisco 
cigar-makers 
only 


Chinamen would buy it, and they at 
figures far below the cost 
of produc- 


tion. 
But the points 
which our 
Or- 


ange tobacco grower seeks to make is 
that his tobacco was equal 
in quality 


to that grown anywhere and by any- 
one in California, and that none of it 
is 
any account. 
This statement 
he 


make 
on the authority of those San 


Francisco 
tobacco houses, ten in num- 


ber, whom he visited for the purpose 
of disposing of his crop. 
We are 
in- 


clined to the opinion 
that there 
is 


some truth in what 
these 
firms told 


him, though to say that no good 
to- 


bacco 
hus 
or can 
be grown hi this 


State is to make an assertion 
which 


will hardly be borne out by ihe facts. 
Weomitagreat 
deal that 
might be 


said on the subject 
of seed 
aud 
come 


to the important point that almost all 
the tobacco that has yet been produced 
in this State has been 
grown by ex- 


perimentalists 
who have had 
no 
ex- 


perience in a business which can only 
be successfully 
conducted 
by men of 


experience. 
The San Francisco houses 


are prejudiced 
against California 
to- 


bacco, but it is a prejudice of profit, 
not of quality. 
The charge 
that all 


California grown tobacco 
Is bitter is 


not true. 
It is doubtless 
true of the 


amateur 
product, grown from doubt- 


ful 
seed 
upon 
chance-selected 
soil. 


One can hardly find Gllroy tobacco in 
the shops 
of San 
Francisco 
and the 


retail dealers give as a reason that it 
is so dear no one will buy it. It would 
be nearer 
the truth if they would say, 


we do not keep Gilroy tobacco because 
it is pure tobacco and we cannot make 
the profit on it we can from the refuse 
and 
sweepings 
of the large 
tobacco 


nouses 
of Virginia, which come out 


here nicely packed up and 
perfumed. 


Four-fifths of the tobacco smokers 
of 


California have become 
so accustom- 


ed to the use of those 
sweepings, that 


they do not know good 
tobacco from 


bad. 
They 
buy 
by 
the 
quantity, 


rather 
than 
quality. 
The
